The three-month sentence was 
dropped after an appeal to the 
Criminal Court of Appeal In Mel- 
bourne, backed by a_ nationwide 
protest from ‘outraged - authors, 


artists, university groups and other | 


eritics of the law. 

Close’s orlginal fine of A2100. was 
upped tp A2150 when the jail sen~ 
tence was dropped. : 

The fine on tho publishers, Geor- 
gian House Ltd., of Melbourne, was 
cut from A2Z500 to AL300. 


FURIOUS. NEWSPAPERS - 

The 44-year-old Close went. to 
Jail for seven days .before his cnse 
came before court. ‘Newspapers were 
infurlated because the slight, none- 
too-robust writer was handcuflcd 
during several... journeys from 
Pentridge Prison to tho courtroom. 

Close was charged under Victorlan 
stale law, which has" no control 
over. the sale of the book outside 
Victorla. Under the state law, the 
book cannot be banned, but Close 
and' the publishers were prosecuted 
for “selling obscene literature.” The 
Commonwealth law here can only 
prohibit the Importation of salacious 
books. It cannot. Interfere with 
books “published In Australla, | 

‘During the trial, it was selling on 
the blncke market for AZB ‘na copy. 

Muir Hoiburn, president of the 
Fellowship of Australian Writers, 
said that the prosecution would 
probably orouse contempt and ridi- 
cule abroad. He said that reput- 
able critics both here and overseas, 
praised it as o valuable contribution 
to literature, - 

“Of the prurient suggestiveness 
which allegedly yields the maximum 
satisfaction ; to habitual readers of 
pornorraphy, ‘Love Me Sailor’ is 
conspicuously free, he said. 

ANTIQUATED LAW 

“The law under. which. Close has 
been prosccuted is both antiquated 
and unfoue, Australia belng among 
a minority of advanced countrics 
whorein such intolerable obstacles 
are placed Jn the path of creative 
artists. 

“And os though legal action 
against this author were not suMf- 
ckent outrage, we have ‘also had to 
witness the spectacle of Robert 
Close, a man of fine mind but 
decliente rongtitution, -being  sub- 
jected to the humiWating treatment 
necorded to violent criminals.” 

The book was reviewed favour- 
ably overseas.
